Columbus, Nov, 23.—The total ia'u- 
ation of all state property, including 
re;,l estate, buildings and equipment, 
und*'r direct control of the Ohio board, 
oi administration, is almost $25,000,- 
000, according to the report o' E. F. 
Brown, fiscal supervisor of that board 
for the past 
seven 
and 
one-half 
months ending June 30, 1915. 
This is an increase of more than 
$.3,000.000 over that which the board 
controlled a year ago. 
The increase 
was caused by taking over the new 
hospital for the criminal insane at 
Lima, valued at more than $2,000,000, 
the new prison for women near Marys­ 
ville and additions and betterm ents 
erected during the period. 
Within a very few weeks this vast 
amount of property, which has been 
in t he hands of a bi-partisan board, 
will pass into the hands o' a board 
of which C. C. Philbrick will be chair­ 
man. the change taking effect with 
the retirem ent of Dr. Shepard.

only the property, but the hundred- 
of employes and the vast machinery 
for the upkeep and improvement of 
these institutions, to say nothing oi 
tlie purchase of thousands upon thou­ 
sands of dollars’ worth of supplies, 
will be transferred 
to 
new hands 
working under Mr, Philbrick's direr 
tlon. 
The property of the Columbus State 
hospital is the most valuable of all in­ 
stitutions oulside of «he Lima hospi­ 
tal, and is valued at $2,483,686.24.
